The ship Aim Alexander, .-Captain 


John S, Doblois, sailed from New .Bed- 
ford, Massuohusutts, Juno 1,1850, for 
a oraiso in tho South Pacific in' search 
of Bporm-whaleb. After cruising soiiio 
months inj the Atlantic, and , cap- 
turing several whales,'the vessel pro- 
ceeded to the South Pacific; an'd fiiiul- 
ly, on the 20th of August, 1851, she 
reached a favorable spot, in latitude 5 
degrees 50 minutes south, longitude 102 
degrees west. In tho morning of that 
day,, at about nine o'clock, whales wore 
discovered in the neighborhood, and 
about noon tho samo day they succeeded 
in making'fast to one. Two boats had 
gone after tho whales—tho larboard 
and the starboard; tho former com- 
manded by tho first mate, and the lat- 
ter by Captain Deblois. The whale 
vhioh they had struck was harpooiied 
>y the larboard boat. After running 
ionic time, tho whale turned upon the 
loat, aud, rushing at it .with tremendous 
violence, lifted open its enormous jaws, 
and taking the boat in, actually 'crushed 
it into fragments as small as a. common- 
sized chair! Captain Deblois immedi- 
ately struck for the eooue of the disaster 
with the Btarboard-boa-t, and fluuceeded, 
against all expectation, in rescuing the 
whole of tho orow of the demolished 
boat, nine in number.'
